“but in heaven they will be servants to 
me” John Taylor, the president of 
the Mormon church, had five wives in 
1860, but since the passage of the Ed- 
munds law he has putall. bat one 
away. At the last general conference 
of the church he was twitted about 
his cowardice, and told that he should 
obey God's law rather than man's. 

The women of Utah are not beauti- 
ful. Asa class they are very homely. 
The missionaries who travel, succeed 
in gaining many female converts, but 
asarule they get nothing but the 
fools of the village, who, besides being 
dull of mind, are homely of face and 
form. In Europe, however, some very 
pretty peasant girls are pieked up, 
who, as soon as they get to Utah, are 
appropriated by aged saints and tooth- 
less bishops. The church is doing all 
in its power to get converts. John 
Morgan, the president of the mission 
in the South, has made the assertion 
that he expected to get 1700 men and 
women this year in the South alone. 
The converts from this section are 
sent to Colorado, where large colonies 
are springing up almost daily. The 
European victims are settled in Idaho, 
Wyoming, Arizona and New Mexico, 
In Salt Lake City the Gentiles are to 
the Mormons as one isto five. The 
business there is almost entirely in the 
hands ofthe Mormons, The munici- 
pal government of the city is Mor- 
mon. The mayor, common council, 
the police force, the city courts and 
the fire department are all Mormon. 
The only hospital in the city is sus- 
tained by Gentiles. The Mormon 
poor, and there are many of them, of- 
tentimes die in the streets. One- 
tenth of what each Mormon earns or 
raises upon his farm is given to the 
church, ostensibly for the benefit of the 
poor, but in reality to be divided 
among the leaders of the church. Sev- 
en hundred and fifty thousand dollars 
are collected inthis manner annually, 
A part of that sum is used to corrupt 
officers of the goverment and legisla 
tors, while the balance goes toward 
the support of the twelve apostles, the 
president of stakes, the elders of sev- 
enties, the patriarchs, and the high 
priests who form what is called the 
Melchizedek priesthood, and the bish- 
ops, deacons, and teachers who consti- 
tute the Aaronite priesthood. The pa- 
triarchs also bless children at $2 a bless, 
and as it is all profit, make money by 
the transaction. The bishops, dea- 
cons and teachers advise the members 
of the church in temporal affairs; tell 
them how to hoe their beans, make 
frocks and cast their votes. The 
method I would suggest for the sup- 
pression of polygamy is a law compell- 
ing the publicity of all marriages here- 
after performed in Utah. Let the cer- 
emony be public, and let the records 
be kept in a public place. As it now 
is, the saint takes a girl to the endow- 
ment house, and after a few hours’ 
ceremony is wedded to her. The 
record of the proceedings is guarded 
jealously, and everyone connected 
with the ceremony sworn to secrecy, 
the penalty of disobedience being dis- 
embowelment.

Looking up we discovered two bears, 
a brown one and a black one 
lying close together on a large limb. 
We took position with the understand- 
ing that I was to take the brown, and 
Mr. Rawles the black one. Just as we 
got ready to fire I cast my eye down 
the tree, and near the ground, the 
brush having obstructed our view, I 
diseovered a large bear hanging to the 
side of a tree broadside tome. Mr. 
Rawles, being further round, could not 
see it plain, and told me he would re 
serve his fire and for me to go for him. 
I was about forty feet from it and 
fred twice when it tumbled, badly 
wounded. 

We now turned our attention to the 
other two in the tree. At the first fire 
they commenced bawling—the barking 
of the dogs, the bawling of the bears 
and the rapid dGring of our Winchesters 
made it lively, I can assure you. We 
fired three shots apiece before they fell. 
One of them was pretty lively when 
he reached the terra firma, and it re- 
quired two more shots, at adistance of 
ten feet, to kill him. The other rolled 
about fifty feet down the hill, and was 
dead when we got to it. The dogs 
now took the trail of the wounded one, 
and after a run of a quarter of a mile 
brought it to bay. When we came up 
we found it up a large macondra tree, 
about thirty feet from the ground. 
He looked to me to be as large asa 
four-year-old bullock. He was badly 
wounded, but still able to make an 
ugly fight. He fell at the first fire, but 
lodged in the forks of the tree; but 
three or more shots apiece brought him 
to the ground. 

We again started for our horses very 
much elated with our success, but had 
not gone more than a hundred yards 
when the dogs started in full cry, 
going this time in the direction of our 
horses. Wesupposed that this time 
they had jumped a panther. They had 
scarcely gone a hundred yards before 
they had treed their game. We now 
examined our rifles and found that we 
had both emptied our magazines.

| SCIENTIFIC SCRAPS, 


It has been thought that the freez- 
ing of sap causes trees to expand in 
cold weather. Prof. Thomas Meehan 
finds, however, that such is not the

A remarkable modification of the 
microscope has just been perfected by 
Mr. J. Leiter, of Vienna. It has re 
ceived the name of gastroscope, and 
it is to be used for viewing the interior 
of the human stomach. 


A recent French law makes revacci- 
nation incumbent upon every student 
received into the lyceums and colleges. 
Since the experiment was made at the 
Lycee Louis le Grand, not a single 
case of variola or 
appeared. 

A specimen of vegetable wool is on 
exhibition at Amsterdam. It comes 
from Java. When it is freed from its 


worth between sixteen and seventeen 
cents a pound. 


The danger of lead-poisoning to 
which the use of glazed earthenware 
may expose people has been pointed 
out in a communication to the French 
academy of sciences. The glaze con- 
tains much lead, which is readily ex- 
tracted by any substance that is allow- 
ed to ferment in the dishes. Freedom 
from risk may be secured by varnish- 
ing the glazed surface with boro. 
silicate of lime. 


A new fuel, called turbato,“ is now 
being made in Mexico. It consists 
principally of bog peat, which is mix- 
ed with a proper proportion of bitu- 
men. The fuel is said to burn freely 
and with but little smoke, giving 
more heat than wood and nearly as 
much as the best bituminous coal. It 
can be sold in Mexico at a lower price 
than wood or coal, as the ingredients 
necessary for its manufacture exist 
in inexhaustible quantities in that 
country. 


According to Col. A. Parnell, R. A. 
official records show that 2,270 persons 
were killed by lightning in Russia (ex- 
clusive of Poland and Finland) during 
the five years from 1870 to 1874. Of 
these persons no less than 2,461 dwelt 
in the country. During the same 
period, in the same territory, 4,192 
fires were caused by lightning, 4,099 of 
them being in the country. 


China's Young Emperor. 


A letter in the North China News 
reports the youthful emperor as very 
bright and as making rapid and satis- 
factory progress with his studies. He 
proceeds to the school-room every day 
shortly after the cabinet council—say 
about 8 er 9 o’clock—and continues 
with his teachers, of whom there are 
several, tilllor2p.m. His progress 
is said to be twice as rapid as Chinese 
youths, and the plan adopted seems to 
be most rational. It is not with him 
& mere question of committing a cer- 
tain number of characters to memory, 
but his teachers read over the passages 
several times and explain to him the 
meaning of the characters. Being now 
13 years of age, having ascended the 
throne when a boy of four, he meets 
his ministers at the council every 
morning, and in his audiences he is In- 
structed by the western empress, his 
aunt, empress regent, what questions 
to put. No eunuchs or attendaats 
whatever areallowed to be present at 
these meetings. All state documents 
are kept strictly private. They are 
sent sealed to the empress fer her in 
spection, and the emperor takes his 
with him to his private quarters. At 
his public interviews he is always at- 
tended by his ministers. His father is 
seldom there, but Prince Kung is al- 
ways present. The emperor resembles 
his father, the seventh prince, very 
much. As is well-known, most of Tao 
Kuang’s sons are of a slender build, 
and rather poor and meager aspect. 
Their bodily presence is emphatically 
weak. When the emperor proceeds to 
the school-room or elsewhere through 
the courts of the palace, those on guard 
give the alarm, and the eunuchs and 
others immediately retire within the 
rooms and draw the curtains. The 
very dogs have been trained to observe 
this rule, and on the mention of the 
word shou, they, too, retire into con- 
cealment before the august presence of 
the Bodgo-khan. The empress is said 
to be avery able woman, but with a 
fiery temper. The prince has already 
set up a telephone between his pal- 
ace and his garden, where he loves to 
sit surrounded by all nature in artific— 

ial miniature. In his garden he has a 

lake, with boats, islands, rockeries, hill, 

etc., and erected in conspicuous places 

he has foreign representations of wild 

animals. He lately added some clay 

deer to his selections. His pleasure 

grounds are more extensive even than 


those in the palace, which are not much

It is the turther 
duty of governments to live in 
peace with their contemporaries 
and promote as far as possible hu- 
manity It is all well enough for 
the Irish to appeal to this govern- 
ment for aid, but the Icish peo- 
ple in America seem to forget 
their crimes against the negro.

The executive committee appointed at the 
colored national convention held in Louis- 
ville, Ky., last September, which consists of 


two delegates from each state, met Wednes- } 


day noon at Carson’s hotel, in this city. The 
chairman, Col. W. A. Pledger, of Atlanta, Ga., 
called the committee to order, and the roll ot 
states being called by the acting secretary, 
Jesse Lawson, of N. J., the following respond- 
ed, either by delegates or by proxy: Alabama, 


Georgia, District of Columbia. Illinois, Kan- 


sas, Louisiana, Massachusetta, Missouri., 
North Carolina, Texas, Virginia, New York, 
and New Jersey. The chairman stated that 
since the meeting of the convention

of the Supreme Court had caused considera- 
ble agitation among the eolored people. and 
this would no doubt tally affect their 
discussions at the present meeting; but the 
members should not lose sight of the main 
principles which were enunciated at the 
Louisville convention. He suggested that a 
sab-committee be appointed to draw up a 
memorial for a presentation to Congress, and 
also one to recommend the policy in regard to 
politics, if any, the committee should adopt. 


MR, FRED, DOUGLASS 


came in during the discuasion and was intro- 
duced to the committee by the chairman. In 
expressing his thanks for the reception Mr. 
Douglass said he had one suggestion to make, 
The public mind, as they all knew, was large- 
ly divided on the recent decision of the Su- 
preme Court. He would therefore suggest 
that f an unanimous endorsement was posi- 
ble by the committee of the dissenting opinion 
of Justice Harlan it would be a graceful thing 
for the committee to take such an action. In 
view of the present political situation he 
thought it would be well for them to holda 
national con vention just prior to those of the 
two great parties. 

Mr. Scott, of Illinois, offered a resolution in- 
dorsing the civil rights resolution recently of- 
fered in the Senate and it was referred to the 
committee.

SECOND DAYS SESSION. 


The executive committee of colored men 
appointed by the Louisville Convention met 
again Thursday morning to hear from the 
committees appointed to draft memorials on 
the questions of civil rights, the Freedman’s 
Bank, National aid for educational purposes, 
and political outrages. 

The memorial on the Freedman’s Bank 
prays that as Congress exercised complete 
power in the creation, supervision over and 
dissolution of the bank that that body make 
good to the depositors all Edney lost by them 
on account of the failure of the bank. 

The’memorial on political rights sets forth 
that the political rights of the colored people 
in the southern states are still violated, and 
calls upon the American people to exercise 
their power in the protection of the colored 
citizen in these rights. 

A memorial was presented asking for Na- 
tional aid for education in the states, based 
upon the census of illiteracy. 

The committee on civil rights, consisting of 
W. T. Scott, of Illinois. James Dean, of Flori- 
da; and Wm. C. Chase of the District of Col- 
umbia, reported a resolution endorsing the 
opinion of Justice Harlan in the recent civil 
rights case; a memorial to Congress for the 
passage of the Wilson amendment and the 
Edmunds bill, No. 15, anda resolution defin- 
ing the position of the colored people relative 
to civil rights as distinguished from social 
rights, 

On motion of W. T. Scott the following 
members at large were added to the com- 
mittee: Frederick Douglass, District of Co- 
lumbia; B. K. Bruce, Mississippi; Wm. Mur- 
ray, Maryland; General T. Morris Chester, 
Pa., and Major L. G. Wheeler, Lilinois. 

The following additional members of the 
committee reported this morning: R. 8. 
Smith,’ James Dean, Florida; Dr. Fitzbutler 
and Colonel Robert Harlan, Kentucky; J. T. 
Mahoney, Indiana; Joseph Brisco, Maryland. 
Colonel Perry Carson was. on motion, recog- 
nised as proxy for G. W. Gentry. 

The memorials were taken up by the com- 
mittee and all of them adopted, with a few im- 
material amendments. 

The committee then adjourned sine die. 

Congressman O'Hara, Colonel Marcellus 
Thornton, Hon. A. M. Clapp and other promi- 
nent gentlemen were present.

CRANES AT THE BETHEL 
LITERARY ASSOCIATION. 


Ep. Bes: 

Dr. Crummell read a very in- 
teresting paper before the above 
named association on Tuesday 
evening last, subject, “The Negro 
Women of the South.” He gave 
a graphic description of their pres- 


ent and past condition, and show- 


ed conclusively that little or no 
marked improvement had been 
made in elevating the Negro 
women ofthe South toa better 
moral, educational and domestic 
condition, since their abolition 
from slavery. He showed that 
the Negro men and children had 
monopolized all the attention of 
Northern philanthropists, to the 
utter disregard of the condition of 
the Negro women, especially the 
pure blacks, who mainly were 
trained for the field, and not those 
of lighter hue, who were favored, 
and kept as mistresses for their 
masters and overseers. IIe ad- 
vocated the establishment of in- 
dustrial schools throughout the 
South for the women. 

The paper was not discussed. 
Mr. Arnold, always funny, arose 
and invited the audience to invite 
Col. Wilson, of Va. (of what regi-

ment he did not state) to say a few 
words. He did saya few words 
and to the point, but not particu- 
larly a discussion of the paper, but 
more general, going for colored 
preachers and colored churches 


of promoters of good morals a- 
mong the negro women of the 
South.

A crank by the name 
of Harris got the floor, and made 
the same harangue I have heard 
him make at every meeting of the

They do 
not pretend to discuss the papers 
that are read, they have not the 
mental calibre to comprehend 
them, and yet the officers of the 
association seem to be unable to 
give the floor to persons of known 
intelligence, especially if one of 
these well known cranks rise and 
demand the floor at the same 
time. 

Dr. Crummell when his time 
arrived to respond simply bowed 
politely and resumed his seat, 
there being nothing to reply to.

Amusements should 
always tend to elevate; and to arran 
them so as to effect this result can truly 
be called an art. No amusement is com- 
mendable which does not strengthen the 
body or ennoble the mind. For this rea- 
son only should they be encouraged. Con- 
siderable attention is now bestowed upon 
theatrical performances to make them as 
pure and elevating as possible, and the 
manner in which they are brought out 
at the present day may be called truly 
artistical. One can now, if he chooses, 
visit a theatre and feel not only that he 
has learned a lesson in morality, but also 
fee: its beneficial effects upon himself. 
And so with a great many other amuse- 
ments, that cun be carried on so as to 
benefit the physical condition of the body 
and also to leud the mind on to elevation. 
Among one. amusements we one 
that has caused such tremendous enthus- 
jasm among our people, that I cannct 
help but make note of it—this is pedes- 
trianism—although I cannot vouch for 
its orthodoxy among those I have called 
commendable amusements. Surely it 
does not fulfil the first requirement, viz.,

The Value of Cereals as Food. 


In a lecture on the chemistry of food, 
Prof. Church me some points in re- 
gard to diet which are estive and 
practical. In speaking of the cereals or 
grains, he says the best of all for bread- 
making is wheat. This is believed to be 
due principally to the character of the 
nitrogeneous matter of wheat. Tho main 
constituent is fibrine, and it can be 
readily obtained for examination by 
making a little flour into a dough and 
water, and then washing the starch out 
by a means of a stream of water. There 
is then left a grayish-yellow, tough, elastic 
mass which is gluten. Speaking of peas, 
beans, and various kinds of pulse, it was 
pointed out how much more nearly the 
different kinds agree in composition than 
the cereals do. The great drawback to 
the use of various kinds of pulse is that 
they are difficult to digest. They are 
an excellent theoretical food, according 
to analysis, but ae are a severe tax on 
digestion. Of all the beans, none pre- 
sents a better typical food than the Soy 
bean. Lentils have been much spoken 
of — as a good food, and they un- 
doubtedly approach to ‘ae typical 
food, but they are bitter, astiringent, and 
not easy of digestion. It has come .o be 
pretty well recognized that the food of 

rmers to heat-gi vers in proportion

should have 1 to 7. Bread gives 1 to 74, 
while the heat-givers are even moret 
a child wants; so it is nota good food 
by itself.

Chalk and Water in Milk. 
ANOTHER BELIEF SWEPT AWAY. 


The daily city papers often call atten- 
tion to the quality of the milk furnished 
to city customers. There is abundant 
reason for doing this, and they not too 
— nrg insist that milk must be fur- 
nished just as it comes from the cow. 
But these articles lose much of their 
force by implying, indeed some of them 
directly asserting, that a mixture of chalk 
and water is served in place of milk. 
This is absurd ; the most skilled manipu- 
lator can eno mixture of any form 
of chalk that will not be more dense than 
ordinary milk, from which the chalk 
will not completely settle, upon stand- 
ing fora few hours. We doubt if there 
was ever a pint of milk sold in New 
York city in which chalk was used as 
an adulteration. In London, milk and 
other adulterations were carried to such 
an extent that Parliament had the mat- 
ter investi some years ago. Dr. 
Hassell, who was officially connected 
with these examinations, aud has prob- 
ably examined more samples of milk 
than a other person, sayc of chalk 
and starch in milk, while he admits that 
they may be very rarely used, that “it 
has not happe to ourselves to meet 
these substances in milk.” Wanklyn, 
also of London, in the most zecent work 
iu the “Analysis of Milk,” says nothin 
about the occurrence of chalk. The 
is, the most serious adulteration of milk 
is with water. Besides the addition of 
water, milk is impoverished by the ab- 
straction of cream. These two, the tak- 
ing off of cream and putting in water, 
are the worst that happen to city milk, 
and these are bad enough. It diverts 
attention from these real troubles, to talk 
about im if not impossibie, 
“chalk and water.“ — .

Owing to the breaking of a gas- 
pipe and the ignition of the gas, the firemen 
had considerable difficulty in mastering the 
fire.

O'Donnell was notified at 7.30 A. M. (which 
is Six hours in advance of our time,) to make 
ready. He was perfectly resigned. He ex- 
pressed great sorrow for his outburst of tem- 
per in the dock at the conclusion of his trial. 
He said he had felt the greatest animosity 
for the witnesses who appeared against him,
